The Adiulnlntratlou and the Legal

'IViiUfr luira.

The letter of President Hayes to a private
correspondent, written on. Thursday last
and printed in the IIbuild of Saturday,
should explode the rumors that the Presidentintended the most important part ol
his Message as a mere flourish. The conversationof Secretary Sherman with our

Washington correspondent, which wo

print to-day, should in like manner dissi:pate suspicion that he has receded
from any of his financial recommendationsto Congress. There has
been such an unscrupulous attempt to

confuse and mislead the public mind respectingthe position of the President and

Secretary of the Treasury on a question of
the first magnitude that it is proper to set
forth precisely what those views nro to
which the responsible members of the administrationadhere.
There are three officers of the governmentwhose duty requires thom to bestow

special attention on the currency.the
Comptroller of the Currency, the Secretary
of the Treasury aud the President, ihere
is a substantial unity of opinion among
these officers. So lar as they differ it is
only a difference as to how fast and how
far the government should move in the
same direction. Comptroller Knox, from a

modest sense of his suborftnato position,
merely recommends that the national banks
bo required to keep all their rasorves in
coin as a mode of approaching the ultimate
result. Secretary Sherman, whose position
is more responsible and his authority
greater, recommends the divesting of the
greenbacks of their legal tender quality
anil the reuuouon ox meir amount

from threo hundred and forty-six
millions to three hundred millions.
The President goes still farther, and
recommends the retirement of the legal
tender notes as a debt which the governmentis bound to pay, and which it has no

constitutional authority to keep in circulationin that form. Both in his Message and
in his more recent private letter the Presidentis emphatic on the constitutional
point. Ho declared in bis Message :."It
i* my firm conviction that the issue of
legal tender paper money based wholly
upon the authority and credit of tho government,cxccpt in extreme emergency, is
without warrant in the constitution." He
says even moro pointedly in his letter,
"The only oonstitutio&al legal tender is
gold and silver."

It is a question of some interest whether
the doctrines laid down by the exeoutive
officers of the government on this great subjectare of such a nature that they oould
consistently consent to a postponement of
action to some future session of Congress.
This is really a question between sincerity
and buncombe, which there would be a manifestindecorum in discussing if it had not
been so widely raised. We propose to
show that the committals of the President
and Secretary are so precise and unequivocalas to leave no loophole of retreat if they
wfte ever so much inclined to find one.

The President said in his Message:."The
issue of United States notes with the
capacity of legal tender between private individualswas not authorized except as a

means of rescuing the country from imminentperil. The circulation of these
notes as paper money, for any protracted
period of time after tho accomplishment of
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framers of the law under which they were

issued. They anticipated the redemption
and withdrawal of these notes at the earliest
practicable period consistent with the
attainment of the object for which
they were provided." This language
admits of no interpretation which
would countonance further delay. "The
redenfption and withdrawal of these
notes at the earliest practicable period"
moans their redemption and withdrawalas soon as Congress can take the
necessary legislative stops. The whole
drift of what the President said on the subjectin his Message, and has repeated since,
oonveys the idea that there is no longer any
excuse for postponement He maintains that
the time to pay debts is when we have the
moans, and that our means are now abundant."In good times pay debts. The
legal tender notes are debts. Lot them
be paid by the coin in the Treasury
and tho coin that is coming in from
abroad." That this is consistent with delay,that it can be reconciled to further
postponement, that it contemplates inaction,is contrary to tho plain purport of the
lunguage. It would be irrelevant and stultilyingto insist that the present season of
prosperity is the most suitable time for
paying the legal tender debt if the Presidentdesires no legislation to that end
during this session. The reported conversationsin a different sense were a weak inventionof the inflationists.
Although Seqretary Sherman did not go

as far in his report as the President did in
his Message, what he recommended wan

put in a form which it is equally impossible
to ..villain awav. All tho roatoniuu with
which ho supports his recommendation is
bused on tho prosout crodit of the notes,
which ho states to be so high ns to rendei
the le'.-nl tonden quality superfluous. He
maintains that they would now be received
as readily aud circulato «is freely without
the legal tender fuuotion as with it. It
would bo absurd to say that such an

argument contemplates any postponement.
It is foundod on a present state of facts.
It derives its whole torce and cogenoy from
the opinion of tho Secretary that the gov1eminent notes have ceased to need tho legal
tender prop, "lhe legal tender clause,"
ho says, "gives no additional credit or

sanction to the notes, but tends to impair
confidence aud create IVars of overissue."That is, in ceasing to be usefulit has beoome dangerous. Mr.
Sherman thinks that "now" is the
time for repealing it. Observo how
tho word is repeated in the following passage:."It would seem, therefore, that now
and during the maintenance of resumption
it is a useless and objectionable ussertion
of power, which Congress might now repeal
on the ground of expediency alone. When
it is considered that its constitutionality ii
seriously contosted, and that from its natureit is subject to arave abuse, it
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would now appear to be wise to withdrawthe exercise of such a power."
Not to insist on the thrice re;peated "now," the whole scope of the
Secretary's reasoning is inconsistent with
the idea that the repeal of the legal tender
clause is not desired at this session. After
further argument he coucludes this part of
liis report with a fourth now," Maying, "The
Secretary, therefore, respectfully submits
to Congress whether the legal tender clause
should not now be repealed as to all future
contracts."
We have been thus particular in showing

the precise form in which those high officersmado their recommendations, because
the public does not read documents with
sufficient attention to perceive lrom its own
tiAArtllnM^t/tn Vt An* A « (%*« m /1aMii«hl*a<cv;uucvbiuu uun u*aiiu^ u uuym uutw «*wm«

their committals it would be for the Presidentor Secretary to disclaim that they had
any wish for immediate legislation in respectto the legal tenders. They have said
so mnch more than any possible ingenuity
can explain awuy that they oould not retreat
without discredit if ever so much inclined.We do not believe that either
of them has any such inclination,
although they did not perhaps anticipate
the amount of opposition they were to enoounterin- their own party. They oannot
afford to show any signs of vaoillation now.

Since Congress proves recreant the people
will take the subject up, and from all the
commercial citicB there will be a flood of
petitions in support of the polioy of the
administration. The President and Secretaryhave only to maintain with vigor what
they recommended with so much clearness
in order to gain a great moral vietory over

the pusillanimity of Congress.

Norther*,
The account of the disastrous norther

thftt visited Aspinwall on the 20th ultM
which we publish to-day, will give the
reader a fair idea of the force exerted by
those terrible tropical phenomena. Ever
since Aspinwall Bay was made the port of
entry for vessels laden with merchandise
for the Central and South American trade
a constant vigilanoe has been found necessaryto guard shipping against destruction
by the.hurricanes that are so suddenly developedyearly in that quarter, and eaptainshave now become so used to the peculiarchanges of the weather prior to their
development that it is but seldom they are

caught in the landlocked bay when the
storm breaks. Many theories have been
put forth as to the cause of "northers" in
the torrid zone, and while differing as to
minor details they nearly all agree that
their development is due mainly to the effortsof the atmosphere to regain its equilibriuml oth in temperatnre and pressure.
The position in which the Bay of Aspinwall
lies with regard to the Atlantic makes it absolutelynecessary for vessels to put to sea
before the storm begins, otherwise they will
surely be driven ashore, as there are no

high bills near unuer wmon tnoy could
take shelter lrom the wind. It has happenedmany a time that the seamen

of a steamer were in the village
or roaming outside along the railroadwhen the officers detected the
dreaded "norther" approaching, and
nothing could be done bat to cut the lines
and ron for the open sea with what few
hands could be collected at a moment's
notice. The damage to the railroad is

' likely to be very great, particularly when
the rivers begin to subside and bring down
tho heavy "drift" that accumulates along
their banks.

Stiver Dollar*.

In his annual report of 1878 Secretary
Sherman asked Congress for authority to

Huspcnd the coinage of silver dollars when
the amount should exceed fifty millions,
In his recent roport ho renews the
rocommendation, though not in the
same form. By January 1 the proposed
limit of fifty millions will have been
nearly roaohed. Oil November 1 the
amount was $45,206,200, and four milliunsadditional will have boon coined
by tho end of the year. But a trifle over

thirteen millions of£heso coins are in circulation,although no effort has been sparod

How long is this farce to go on 1 The
people do not want this form of money,
and the banks are unwilling to receive it
on deposit.

value, and will sink the paper ourrency of
the country to the same level. It accumulatesin the Treasury to swell the ruserva

held against the legal tender notes, and in
timo the government will have no other
means of redemption. The paper ourrency
will then sink to the value of the silver
coin in which it is redeemable and be at a

greater discount as compared with gold
than it was live years ago when the Resumptionact waa passed. The aolid around
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crumbles from under us with the continued
coinage of these base and dishonest silver
dollars.

A Kovel Plan off Polar Observatories*
The International Geographical Congress

which met at Hamburg in October have
given a lr*sli impulse to Arctic exploration
by their efforts to plaut a cordon of physical
observatories around the polar circle.
This is a large and bold uuderlaking, but
the Congress urge all the great Powers
to co-operate in executing it. Eight permanentstations are proposed and named
as select centres of physical research in the
Arctic Basin, and the United States bt asked
to establish two of these. ono at Lady
Franklin Bay and the other at Point Burrow.This is an age in whioh science
is extending its outposts to the outmostbouDds of the globe and to its
loftiest summitH. France has rooontly
occupied one of her bigh mountains for
a physical observatory, the Italian governmentis about building a similar structure
on the fiery breast ot Etna, more than nine
thousund feet above the 8ea, and the United
States has already its weather station on

Pike's Peak, over fourteen thousaud feet
bigh. But the proposal to gird the Arctic
regions with observational stations is an advanceupon all former scientific schemes,
demanding a high order of observers to
mike it effective and involving long exposureto the perils of the frozen seas.

Grave difficulties confront polar exploration,and the rigors of a polar climate are

deadly; yet it cannot be doubted that
within the icy area are to be witness!^
phenomena upon the accurate and comprehensiveinvestigation of whioh depends the
solution of many of the most important
problems connected with the physios of the
globe. There the winds of the globe begin
and end their circuit; there the life-giving
currents of the sea make their round in
the great system of oceanic circulation;
there the auroral and magnetic phenomenaare studied in their richest
developments, and there, too, as Com-
mander Maury said, "in the mazes of that
mystic cirole terrestrial forces of occult
power and vast influence upon the wellbeingof man are continually at work." It
is a "circle of mysteries" into which the
restless spirit of an age bent on solving the
highest physical problems increasingly
presses; and, aside from the question of
reaching the Polo itself, it cannot be denied
that the most valuable contributions which
terrestrial physics has reoeived since
Columbus disoovered the westerly movementof the equatorial waters have been
the fruit of Arctic research. If the extensivescientific work now oonductqd by the
various governments asked to oo-operate in
the Hamburg scheme of p^>lar observations
in to ha nnnnesflfnllv nrosecuted. and the
great meteorological questions affecting
every interest of ocean commerce and home
industry are to be oleared up, systematic
research in the high latitudes, such as this
scheme proposes, seems indispensable.
One of the polar stations which our governmentis solicited to establish is on Lady

Franklin Bay, north of Kennedy Channel,
in about latitude 81 deg. 40 min. This
point was selected by Captain Nares,
in 1875, as "a secure harbor" for the
Discovery. The English officers who winteredthere represent it as too shallow
to admit of the larger ioe masses

entering it and crushing a ship, and
as being "well stocked with game," but,
abov6 all, having a considerable seam of
good coal, easy of aocess and suitable for
fuel. The English expedition encounteredthere as low a temperature as seventy
degrees below zero; but it is now proposedto utilize the natural advantages
of the place, wkh improved artificial appliances,to secure the observers ^ measureof comfort during the horrors of the
long Arctic night. Certainly if polaT explorationsare to go on, as judging by- the
history of the last two centuries they assuredlywill, and if the science work now

proseouted by all the civilized nations is
to be doveloped by observations necessary
to adapt it to their highest practical wants,
the plan of the Hamburg Congress deserves
the mont favorable consideration.

Mr. Springer regards New York
and Iudianaas the two pivotal States and
thinks the tlrst name on the ticket should
bo takeo from ono and the second name
from the other; or, at loast, that the ticket
should be so composed as to carry these
States.
On the financial question he is confident

that there will be no important legislation.

The Supreme Court in Polities.

The Supreme Court is growing in importanceas a factor in current politics.
Besides holding on its calendar the legal
tender question in the Butler-Cbittendon
suit our special despatches from Washingtonexplain that legislation touching appropriationsto enforce the lederal election
laws is delayed for its decision upon their
validity. These close political relations
of the court to questions which are in
debate between the great politioal partiescannot be welcome to the judges. It
is true that they aro relations plainly
contemplated and directly imposed by the
constitution, but then it never was designedthat Congress should take advantageof them to evade its own duties.

# OBITUARY.

GABRIEL ItANVIER, COMMUNIST LEADER.
The celebrated Gabriel ltanvior, tho member of the

Paris commune who superintended the overthrow
if thn Vi>nilAmA P.nlntnn. dinil In Paris nn thn Q(ith

nit., aged sixty-two yours. Hu had boon a refugee in
England, Belgium and Italy since 1871 and bad not
Jeen amnestied, but bad been allowed by the police
10 visit Paris a tow days boforo to settle some importantbusiness, ltanvior was born at Soissons in 1817
tud became a docorativo painter aPParis. In 1800 ha
was prosecuted by tbo art publishers, Ooupil
Preros, for reproducing on an article of furniture a

lesign of which they-held the copyright, and became
.inpoverished in consequence of the heavy damages
lie had to pay. He then took to frequenting
xnd violently haranguing tbo radical cluba
jf Belleville and was imprisonou at Mazaa
Cor sedition in July, 1870. Liborated on the
rail of the Empire, KanvHr becamo commandor
»f a battalion of tho National Ouard and a close associateof Gustavo Flourens, to whom it was said
that ho "supplied tho brains." Ho took part in the
abortive moveiuont of October 31, 1870, as a member
of tne provisional government then projected by
the communists, and was in consequence arrested
and deprived of his command on the following day.
While still in prison ho was elected November 5
MUtre of tho Twentieth arAudisscniont; but hia
election was declared illegal on account of hia being
a bankrupt. This declaration incruasod his popularityamong the otivrier*; and on February 8, 1871,
he obtained above 40,000 votos for a seat in tha
National Assembly, but failed of an election. Meanwhilehe had escaped from prison, had acted as delegateto tho Central Cominittoe of the National
Ouard, and his trial beforo a council of wax
had resulted in his acquittal. By the aid of hit
relations with the National Ouard ltanvier was one ol
the chief organizers of the communistic outbreak oi
March 18, 1871, which, it is said, he had been preparingfor above throe months. Being put in possessionot tho post of maire of his arrondissomont
he issued March 25 a call for the election of membersof the commune on the following day and waa
himself elected by ubove 14,000 votes. Taking hia
seat March 30 he was assigned to the military commission,resumed command of his own battalion
and accompanied Flourens in the famous sortie
of April :1, in which that improvised generalwas killed, ltanvier urged in the commune
tho appointment of a committeo of public safety
which was finally carried May 2, with himself aa
one of Its loading and most violent mombers. It
«r.is he who signed the decree for tho destruction of
the house of 'lliiers, of the "Expiatory Chapel" and
or the VondAnio Column, aud he personally directed
the hitter act. At tho moment or the entry of tho
Versailles army tie signed various violent decrees,
including the order to burn the public edifices. Ha
escaped to Uugland aud presided over the InternationalCongress held at The Hague in 1873. Latterly
he had resided at Pisa, Italy. One o( hu brothers
wus the keeper of the Salute Pelagic Prison during
the last days of the commune, and participated la
the execution of Oustave Clisudoy. Though ltanvierutd not became sb widely kuown as some of hif
companions of the commune few of them ap>
proachud him in talout or real importanco.

Spencer Merchant, on the retlrod list of the Unitod
H'.atos Army, died at Carlisle, Pa., on Saturday, tho
Gth lnst. Colonel Merchant was appointed to tha
Military Academy on Sentomber, 7, 1813, sad an

March 11, 1814, was mado third lieutenant of th«
First artlllory, and on the 1st of May following wm
promoted to sccond nontenant. Ho was made flrst
lieutenant on April '20, 1H1H, and transferred to tbe
.Second ur til lory Juno 1, liril. He wus promoted to
a captaincy in that regiment Nov. 17, 1KI4, and wita
made major on tho Uth of February, 184D, and
colonel on Juno 10, 1H67. He was retirud on August
1, l.sthl. having nor veil over forty-Avo yeirs. On tho
lUtn of March, 18fl.r>, ho was brevetted brigadier generalfor long and faithful sorvico In tho army. Mine*
his retirement, which took place whilo ho wns la
command of Undine's Island, Colonel Merchant has
resided in Carlisle, whnro he carried with hint all
tho traditions of au olllcer of tho old achool in our
army. His doath break « another link which bind*
our military establishment to tho minorlos of
Uosaca do la l'aluiu, iluuns Viata, Churubusco and
Molina del Uoy.

Mr. Wlnthrop W. Ketcliam, Judgo of tho Unltod

States District Court for tho Western district
of Pennsylvania, died at tho St. Charles Hotol, la
Pittsburg, very suddenly, shortly after twelTO
o'clock yestorsday morning. Ho was in his u»ual
health on Saturday and hold court during the day.
Returning to his hotol ho ato a hourly dinner and
retired to his room, whero ho was attacked by a
sudden houdorho. A physician was sent for and
pronounced tho symptoms those of apopluxy, Ho
tiruw rapidly worse aud despite all that tbo
physicians could do ho died soou after mid*
night. Judge Kotchaiu wan born In LiiBoriiA
county, pa., and was tkfty-olght years of ago. Ho
was admitted to tho lisr thirty years ago. He representedthe Luzerne district one term in Congress,
having deroated llemtrlck U. Wright, who in turn
dofuated hiui when he was a candidate for ro-uloction.
lie was appointed Judgo by President Oruut lu 187fl.
Ho was iu high spirits over tho expected visit ot
General Oraut, who will roach there Just one week
after his death. He sueceoded Judgo McCamllosa,
who retlrod on account of old age, aud who survive*
him. lie leaves * wife and ono sou.
